Bag filter - consists of filter cloth wrapped round conical spring, which 
becomes compressed when cloth is blocked with solids 
C86- 120032 



Has body (l) with inlet pipe (2) and outlet pipe (3). filtration element 
placed vertical and made or a spring (4). around which the filter cloth 
Is placed (5). The spring consists of a spiral that widens out from the 
bottom to the top with increasing pilch of the turns. 

The suspension is fed in under pressure through the pipe (2). and 
the solid pahse is deposited on the surface of the cloth (5). while the 
filtrate passes through and goes out via the pipe (31. When the cloth 
becomes blocked the press, inside the body abruptly rises, created 
by the incoming suspension, rcslting in the spring (4) becoming 
compressed and releasing the precipitate from the fabric. 

USE/ ADVANTAGE - As equipment for filtering processes, e.g. a 
bag filter, for use in the chemical, mining, good and other inds. The 
productivity of the filter is increased as a result of cutting down the 
duration of the regeneration of the filter cloth.
